Island Dwellers of Chad. 

Col. Destenave, the French officer 
deputed to explore the Lake Chad re¬ 
gion in Central Africa, sends back 
curious reports of the island dwellers 
in the lake, who were tunazed when 
the first steamboat ever seen there 
puffed its noisy-way among then:. 

Lake Chad is roughly triangular in 
Shape and about 100 miles on each of 
its sides. At no point is it more than 
about thirty feet deep and it is a per¬ 
fect maze of islands, 

The islands are long . and narrow, 
and all lie in a north-northwest and 
iouth southeast direction. This uni¬ 
formity is- attributed by Col. Desten¬ 
ave in part to the current from the 
Shari River and in part to the prevail¬ 
ing winds. 

Many of the islands are fairly well 
wooded, and no difficulty was experi¬ 
enced in supplying the steamer with 
fuel. Among the trees is one which 
is lighter even than cork, and the na¬ 
tives sometimes use it for canoes and 
also as a float in crossing the lanes 
of Water which separate the islands. 
Usiially the canoes used by the na- 
tves are made of reeds, but not infre¬ 
quently a native transfers his family 
and flocks, from one island to another 
by simply swimming across. The cat¬ 
tle become accustomed to this mode of 
changing pasturage, 

Col, Destenave estimates that the 
■number of inhabited islands is about 
Eighty, supporting a .population of 
about fifty thousand people. There 
are some 70,000 Of 80,000 head of cat¬ 
tle on th» islands, as Well ns a num- 
her of horses.

GRATITUDE OF A MILLIONAIRE. 


South African Left Bulk of $12,000,000 
Estate to a Helping Friend. 

An interesting life story is that of 
Arthur Cohen, who lately died in 
South Africa leaving a portion of his 
fortune, estimated at $12,000,000 to 
John Wynn of Cheltenham. 

Mr. Cohen was a London Jew, with¬ 
out friends or relatives, except a 
brother who went on to the stage and 
■ has not been beard of for years. A 
quarter of a century ago Mr. Cohen 
Ivas engaged in business in Cardiff 
ar -1 his closest friend was John Wynn, 
landlord of the Dumfries Commercial 
Hotel. 

Sixteen years ago, owing to ill 
health, Mr. Cohen was warned that 
the only chance of prolonging his life 
was to emigrate to South Africa. 
Forced realization of his business 
caused him serious financial loss and 
his friend came to his asistance with 
gifts of money. 

In South Africa Mr, Cohen’s health 
rapidly improved. He obtained a con¬ 
cession from President Kruger’s gov¬ 
ernment to lay about a hundred miles 
of telegraph lines, and he surrounded 
tbe bases of the posts with structures 
about four or five feet high, which he 
hired out for advertising purposes. By 
this means lie amassed sufficient 
wealth to enhble him to deal largely 
in shares. 

Mr. Wynn crossed to America, and 
finally returned to his native town of 
Cheltenham, where he is now a com¬ 
mercial traveler for a Birmingham 
firm. Mr. Wynn has just been inform¬ 
ed that he will get the hulk of his 
friend’s fortune.

Dispute as to Whether Kansas Gets 
Hers From Snow or Gulf. 

The theory that the rainfall of Kan¬ 
sas depends very largely on the snow¬ 
fall in thp Rocky Mountains of Col¬ 
orado Js not supported by Dr. F. H. 
Snow, of the University of Kansas,' 
who believes that the rains of Kansas 
are caused by winds from the Gulf of 
Mexico. The United States Weather 
Bureau recently sent out warnings to 
persons in eastern Colorado and parts 
of Nebraska stating that on account 
of a deficiency in the snowfall in the 
mountains last winter the supply of 
water in the Platte River for irriga¬ 
tion will be exhausted prematurely. 
This has called attention and, pro¬ 
moted discussion regarding the theory 
which attributes the rainfall of Kan¬ 
sas to the melting snows of the 
Rockies. 

“Nothwithstanding the deficiency of 
snow In the Rocky Mountain region 
last winter, the rainfall of Kansas in 
March and April greatly exceeded the 
normal amount and furnished a suffi¬ 
cient refutation of the theory that 
Kansas rainfall depends upon the 
mountain snow. The most probable 
source of the moisture which produces 
the Kansas rainfall is the Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico. The prevailing winds of Kansas 
in the latter part of spring, the en¬ 
tire summer and the first half ot 
autumn are from the south and south¬ 
west, 

Dr. Show’s theory is that the winds 
of western Kansas come from across 
the hot, sandy country of New Mexico 
and western Texas, and that the winds 
of eastern Kansas come from the Gulf.: 
The moisture laden winds of eastern ] 
Kansas blow over. central northern j 
Texas, central Oklahoma and after 
crossing Kansas take a northwestern j 
course through southeastern Nebras- i 
ka, northwestern Missouri and over i 
Iowa. This territory is in the rain j 
belt and is not subject to dry seasons j 
as in. western Kansas and parts of j 
other states over which the dry, hot 
winds from the far southwest pass. 
These dry winds, after their course 
over New Mexico and western Texas, 
cross western , Kansas and pursue a 
course further east in Nebraska than 
in Kansas and then into the Dakotas. 

“The sea breezes from the Gulf of 
Mexico,” said Dr. Snow, “extend west¬ 
ward into south Texas for a considera¬ 
ble distance, gradually veering to the 
north and joining the regular south¬ 
west winds, bringing abundant mois¬ 
ture to the eastern part of Kansas, 
while the western half of the state, 
lying beyond the moisture laden winds 
from the Gulf, has a different rainfall 
in each locality according to its dis-J 
tance from the northward moving j 
moisture ladeu currents.”—Kansas i 
City Star. !

A Famous Old Arithmetic. 

The present generation is inclined 
to think of Daboll as the father of 
arithmetic, and those who possess a 
copy of his work think they have a 
treasure, indeed. 

The Star representative, however, 
has privilege of reviewing a text book 
in mathematics published 73 years be¬ 
fore the famous Daboll was born. This 
hook is undoubtedly one of the oldest 
owned in Otsego county, and is con¬ 
sidered a great curiosity by all who 
have seen it. 

It is the work of Edward Cocker, 
printed November 27, 1667, by John 
Collins, two years after the author’s 
death. The work is famous, since it 
was for years considered a forgery of 
Collins, and iu its day caused much 
discussion in the colleges of England. 

Collins, who was an actor and poet 
and-an intimate friend of Edward 
Cocker, dispelled the accusations 
against him by proving manuscript 
for the book to have been Cocker’s. 
The latter was- one of the most fam¬ 
ous authorities on arithmetic of his 
day and published many books. 

The fact that the mutliplication 
table appears .in the book gives some 
force to the common expression, “As 
old as the multiplication table.” 

Primary pupils of to-day who are 
inclined to believe that this combina¬ 
tion of figures was especially prepared 
to rack their memory should find 
some satisfaction in the knowledge 
that children of at least two and a 
half centuries have drilled upon it.— 
Oneonta Star.
